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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pakingking et al (Fish Pathology 38: 15-21, 2003, cited in IDS). These claims are drawn 
to a method with one active step, administering an aquabirnavirus to a fish. Pakingking 
carries out this active step, see page 16. Although the reference does not mention 
nodaviruses, the administration would necessarily and inherently prevent nodavirus 
infection of the fish. Therefore, the reference meets each and every limitation of the 
claims. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Sommer 
et al (Diseases of Aquatic Organisms 59:101-108, May 5 2004). These claims are 
drawn to a method with one active step, administering an aquabirnavirus to a fish. 
Sommer carries out this active step, see page 103, under "IPN-virus trials." Although 
the reference does not mention preventing or treating nodaviruses, the administration 
would necessarily and inherently prevent nodavirus infection of the fish. Therefore, the 
reference meets each and every limitation of the claims. Applicant cannot rely upon the 
foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection because a translation of said papers 
has not been made of record in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .55. See MPEP § 201 .15. 
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Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by 
Pakingking et al, "EFFECTS OF AQUABIRNAVIRUS ON THE CONTROL OF 
NODAVIRUS INFECTION", Nippon Suisan Gakkai Koen Yosishu, vol. 2004, page 114, 
lower right column (640) (cited in IDS). See the English translation provided with this 
Office action. Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this 
rejection because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .55. See MPEP § 201 .15. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Pakingking et al, "EFFECTS OF AQUABIRNAVIRUS ON THE CONTROL OF 
NODAVIRUS INFECTION", Nippon Suisan Gakkai Koen Yosishu, vol. 2004, page 114, 
lower right column (640). The reference explicitly teaches protection of grouper from 
lethal nodavirus infection by administering aquabirnavirus to the fish. The reference is 
silent upon the method of administration; however, since oral and parenteral methods 
are both known methods of administering materials to fish, it would have been obvious 
to choose one or both of these methods for administration, and to determine a dose by 
routine optimization. The invention as a whole is therefore prima facie obvious, absent 
unexpected results.
